even in its alternative form. 
It has 


been granted once in Wisconsin in its 
absolute form, and that was against 
Judge Bailey of Eau Claire, to prevent 
the punishment of the parties for con- 
tempt. I think it was resorted to once 
or twice in an early day, but for mary 
years the supreme court of Wisconsin 
has refused to resort to it, because it is 
an extraordinary writ, and to be issued 
only when the "strenuous questions of 
jurisdiction are presented, when the 
exigency is such as requires an unusual 
interposition of the supreme court to 
hold the matter in the lower court until 
the Appellate court can act."

Openly Blames Chamberlain. 


"I do not wish international compli 


cations," said Mr. Hale in conclusion. 
"I do not wish war. I recall that we 
have not been so much in love with neu- 
trality in times past that we could not 
speak up boldly for Hungary, Poland, 
Armenia, Cuba and Greece, and I do 
not know why it ia now that we must 
apeak with bated breath in favor ol 
liberty. 


'•I do not believe that tbe English 


people are in favor of_ this war. I be- 
lieve that the great queen on bended 
knees, has prayed that the war might 
be averted. 
I do not believe that the 


great premier of England favored the 
war.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20—Free, 


trade between the 
mainland of the 


United States and the Island of Porto 
Rico is expected to come in a short 
time. The administration, as a pre- 
cautionary measure, believes the con- 
stitutional limitations as to tariffs does 
not apply to the islands,'so the policy 
in the Philippines may still be defined 
on a tariff basis. Thejcondition in Porto 
Eico has reached the stage where the 
President and his advisers can see no 
other means ot relief except absolute 
free trade between the two. 


The present plans are to extend the 


existing tariff laws to Porto Rico by act 
of Congress, arid not a constitutional 
right. This will relieve the natives by 
giving them a new free market and by 
permitting them to import manufactured 
articles from tho United States without 
payment of duty. 
At the same time it 


will prevent importers raising the con- 
stitutional question as to the right of 
congress to tnake different tariffs for 
territories and states. 


An effort will be made in congress to 


come te the relief of the Porto Ricans 
by extending tha custom laws to the 
islands at once as an emergency meas 
ure, which can be withdrawn later if 
necessary.
